Warmer words waxed at the meet- 


ing of the board of county commission- 
ers held at DeLand Monday evening 
and Tuesday morning than any meet- 
ing for many moons. 


Commissioners Maley and Murray, 


mixed in a wordy war over the dispo- 
sition of the county prisoners, Commis_ 
sloner Maley contending that he was 
entitled to them to finish the road be- 
tween the south line of Daytona Beach 
and east end of Port Orange bridge, 
according to the previous action of 
the board. Commissioner Maley con- 
tended that the prisoners had been 
kept hi jail for some time Just because 
Commissioner Murray was not ready 
tor them. Harvey Jones was awarded 
the contract to care for, feed and work 
the prisoners at 91 cents each per 
day, and they will be put to work on 
the peninsula road from 
Daytona 


Beach south and as soon as this is 
completed they will be taken to Com- 
missioner Murray's district 


The next heated discussion came up 


Tuesday morning when the board was 
about to let the contract for building 
a road a little over a mile long from 
Beresford to 'the intersection of the 
DeLand Junction road. The specifica- 
tions called for the road to be hard- 
surfaced, 16 feet wide and of a depth 
of 12 inches in the center and seven 
inches on each side, the material to 
be used to be shell from the String- 
fellow pit now owned by the county. 


F L. Mlddleton of Daytona submit- 


ted a. bid of JI.595, the county to fur- 
nish the shell on the cars at Beres- 
ford; W. C. Cannons submitted a bid 
ot $1,999 under the same conditions. 
Cannons had two other bids, one of 
$2,226, the county to furnish the shell 
on lighters at Beresford, and the third 
bid of Mr. Cannons was for $3,999, he 
to take the shell from the pit. 


Commissioners Fisher, 
Cade and 


Murray voted to give the contract to 
W c. Cannons at the last named fig- 
ure, while Commissioners Maley and 
Harden considered the Middleton bid 
much lower than any other and voted 
in the minority. Before the vote there 
was much heated discussion as to the 
extravagant expenditure of money, It 
being contended that Mlddleton's bid 
would save the county several hun- 
dred dollars.

ly received the following statement 
from the postal department r.-gfrJ- 
ing the pcetal savings of t'e tlnl ed 
States: 


The war In Europe !s proving a b'g 


b:on to postal savings in th « coun- 
try. 
From the very day Instil'lles 


opened across the sess postal siting* 
receipts began to increese by leaps 
and bounds and w:thdrawa's f<ll off, 
i resuR quite contrary to the pred c'- 
oins of many well Informed pels -ns, 
who, in their imaginations,.siw lines 
of feverUh depositors at post office 
pay windows anxious to again r.t'rn 
their deposits to the boot-leg and 
body-belt depositories whence they 
came before entrusted to Uncle Sam.
